A Washington dispatch to the ldian- 
apolis Star tbis morning says: “ ‘Oora 
JaeK’~Gowdy, consnl general at Paris, 
wants another term. 
This is the word 
which comes straight across the waters 
from Paris. 
More rthan that lie be­ 
lieves he is entitled to it 
01 1 his re­ 
cord, which is conceded to be one of 
great efficientcy. 
A while back there 
were rnmors that Mr. Gowdy had con­ 
cluded to retire of his own free will 
and that both and Mrs. Gowdy were 
anxious to get back to their broad acres 
in Rush county, Ind. 
Now comes later and more reilable 
information to the effect that Gowdy 
is hoping to continue in office and 
that Mrs. Gowdy, who was very much 
averse to Paris life when they first 
went 'there, has become accustomed 
to the social atmosphere, in fact that 
she has fallen in love with the gay 
French people and their capital. 
Congressman Watson was one of the 
fi 
f. men to suspect that Mr. Gowdy 
hi. 
.lesigns on remaining in Paris. 
About three weeks ago he wrote a let­ 
ter to Mr. Gowdy asking as to his in­ 
tentions. 
He has not received a reply 
yet. 
As Gowdy is a constituent, as 
well as a friend of Watson, the latter 
■will supporfc'him if he decides to make 
a fight to'retain his place. 
It Is doubtful whether Mr. Gowdy 
w ill go to the length of bringing con- 
gressioanl influence to bear on the 
President. 
His main reilance, it is 
said, is on tehe administration of his 
office, which has given him a good 
reputation among consular officers as 
well as among Americans who have 
been in Paris during his regime. 
His 
eight years wlil expire March 22d. 
The prevailing belief here is that he 
w ill ¿ not be reappointed. 
It is the 
accepted understanding that Frank H. 
Mason, of Cleveland, O .. the present 
conusl general at Berlin, will succeed 
him. 
In an interview cabled today from 
Paris to the New York Herald, Mr. 
Gowdy for the ffirst time broke the 
silence tin the subject of his intended 
removal. * He said: “ I know nothing 
about any proposed changed. I have 
received no intimation whatever from 
Washington, though I am in consan,

headquarters.

Governor’s 
Recommondatioo 


Created a Stir. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 7.—Governor Dur­ 
bin's recommendation that the leglsla 
ture enact a law placing the burden 
of securing a liquor license on the ap­ 
plicant has created a greater stir than 
he probably anticipated. 
A number 
of brewers had their heads together 
here today, and It is supposed they j 
were discussing the matter. It is safe j 
to predict that they will never permit) 
the passage of a law like the governor j 
recommended without fighting to the 
very last ditch. 
The governor's sug­ 
gestion met with the favor of a num­ 
ber of members who have had* the 
same Idea in mind, but it is believed 
that a majority of the party leaders 
would rather leave the liquor laws 
stand as they are. 
The brewers and 
others engaged in the liquor business 
will not remain idle, however, so long 
as there is a ghost of a probability of 
the governor’s recommendation being 
carried out. 
The Anti-Saloon League 
has a lobby here to look after the 
in ­ 
terests of the temperance forces, but 
the liquor men wdll also come to the 
front more prominently in view of the 
threatened attack on their business.

CARE OF GAS STOVES. 


H o w to K e e p T h em I'ree From Dust 
and Dirl. 
If the asbestus o f sto ves o r fireplaces 
beco mes disco lo red o r blackened fro m 
the gas slno king, as it frequently do es, 
the thing to do is to sprinkle the feath­ 
ery’ fiber with co mmo n table salt, then 
light the gas and let it burn the same 
as usual, says What to Eat. The so o ty 
appearance o f the asbestus departs 
like magic, and the mineral so o n re 
sumes its natural whiteness again. 
It 
happens, to o , that the tiny apertures 
thro ugh which the gas flo ws beco me 
gummed and partially filled in. When 
such Is the case, run a hatpin thro ugh 
the ho les, o r a ro und to o thpick, and It 
will readily free them. 
It is impo rtant also to give particu­ 
lar attentio n to the gas range if tne 
best results are to he o btained, and tlrs 
is especially true where it Is in co n­ 
stant service fo r co o king. 
Things In­ 
clined to bo il o ver quickly, like milk 
and co ffee, sho uld he watched to prevent 
it happening, as they clo g the burners 
and co rro de the iro n o r zinc linings, 
causing them to rust and get a stained, 
unsightly appearance. 
Abo ut o nce o r twice a week, acco rd­ 
ing to the use o f the range, the burn­ 
ers sho uld be lifted o ut, turned upside 
do wn and lightly tapped to kno ck o ut 
any dust o r so o t that might have lo dged 
in the circular aperture that supplies 
the flame. 
\ hatpin is go o d fo r pick­ 
ing o ut any particles that resist tap­ 
ping. 
When no t using, keep the lids

Keep clean by rubbing with a dry 
clo th, particularly the o ven flo o r and 
racks. When anything flo ws o ver and 
burns o r grease po ps aro und fro m bak­ 
ing meats it sho uld he tho ro ughly 
sco ured with so ap and warm water, 
then wiped with a dry rag.
